Such a line of which Paris would 
form a mighty central anchor, would 
protect northernmost Prance. 
It 
would guard the vital Nazi coastal 
defenses along the English channel, 
and the breeding ground of the 
robot bombs. Finally and not to 
be forgotten for a moment in G er­ 
many’s dire peril—it would shield 
the Hitlerite escape route through 
Belgium Into the fatherland 
That's what the Nazi chief ought 
to do and undoubtedly intended to 
do. But in his arrogant stubborn­ 
ness to hold what he has stolen 
lie's 'been crowded into an impossible 
position almost overnight by the 
disaster in Normandy and Brittany, 
and 
the invasion of 
southern 
France. 
This disaster had been growing 
hourly, sensationally aided by “old 
blood and guts" Patton’s wild ram ­ 
page with armored columns. The 
colorful two-gun general’s almost 
fantastic feat not only has taken 
him nearly to the gates of Paris 
but, of greater importance, has kept 
shooting steel speaf-heada north­ 
ward to cut oil the Nazi forces re­ 
treating from the Normandy trap 
and pin them up against the big 
Seme river which lias been strip­ 
ped of all its bridges by the Allied 
air fleets, Short of TToops 
Annihilation of enemy forces. Is 
what the Allies are after. To es­ 
cape this fate the Hitlerites today 
were reported assembling barges on 
the Seine in an effort to rescue their 
fleeing troops And Allied warplanes 
were swooping In from England 
across the way for the kill. 
When they struck Hitler In 
France he had some 65 divisions for 
all western Europe. Over thirty of 
these have been terribly chopped to 
pieces, and in some cases virtually 
wiped out. in the Normandy-Brit­ 
tany battle. 
That leaves the man-who-would- 
.rule-the-world with maybe thirty 
odd divisions, or say 350.000 soldiers 
—plus what he can salvage from 
the wreckage In northwest France. 
He can't spare troops from the 
volcanic Russian front 
Even if the Fuehrer were the 
superman he claims to be he 
couldn’t meet all his engagements 
with the forces available. The time 
isn’t far off when he will have to 
begin his last great retreat to G er­ 
many. He presumably will make an 
effort to hold the line of the Seine to 
protect his coastal flank on the 
channel, but it’s difficult to see how 
he can hang on long.

T hat’s what the Nazi chief ought 
to do and undoubtedly intended to 
do. But in his arrogant stubborn­ 
ness to hold what he has stolen 
he’s been crowded into an impossible 
position almost overnight

This disaster had been growing 
hourly, sensationally aided by “old 
blood and guts” Patton’s wild ram ­ 
page with armored columas.

him nearly to the gates of Paris 
but, of greater importance, has kept 
shooting steel spear-heads 
north­ 
ward to cut off the Nazi forces re­ 
treating from the Normandy trap 
and pin them up against the big 
Seine river which has been strip­ 
ped of all its bridges by the Allied 
air fleets. 
Short of Troops 
Annihilation of enemy forces is 
what the .Allies are after. 
To es­ 
cape this fate the Hitlerites today 
were reported assembling barges on

France he had some 65 divisions for 
all western Europe. Over thirty of 
these have been terribly chopped to 
pieces, and in some cases virtually 
wiped out. in the Normandy -Brit­ 
tany battle.. 
That leaves the man - who-would- 
rule-the-world with maybe thirty 
odd divisions or say 350.000 soldiers 
—plus what he can salvage from 
the wreckage in northwest France.

Indicating thc problems of war­ 
time conditions, the annual report 
^ of County Superintendent of Schools

last school year of 63 compared with 
46 in both 1940 and 1942. 
Although the number of teachers 
in the county schools during the 
school year ending July 3, was the 
same as In 1940, 232 tin 1942 it. was 
235» the greater turnover was indi­ 
cated for the past season 
In the salary brackets the report 
listed 101 teachers receiving from
